Prompt Steps Being Taken to 
End Filipino War.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.— 
The President today directed 
the immediate dispatch to 
the Philppines of a number 
of vessels of the navy, includ- 
ing the cruiser Brooklyn and 
the gunboats Marietta and 
Machias. The action is the 
result of Admiral Dewey’s 
interview, today, in which he 
went over.the Philippine sit- 
uation with the President. 

The orders given are in 
line’ with the expressed de- 
‘termination of the President 
to furnish the army and navy 
every resource for stamping 
out the Philippine insurrec- 
tion at the earliest possible 
time. At Admiral Dewey’s 
extended interview with the 
President, today, the former 
went into the Philippine sit- 
uation at great length, ex- 
plaining carefully the exist- 
ing condition of affairs, and 
his views from the outlook, 
concluding with an earnest 
recommendation that the 
Brooklyn and some other ves- 
sels be sent at once to the 
Philippines. | 

This reinforcement of the 
present squadron he urged as 
necesgary, and said their dis- 
patch should be directed as 
early as possible, The Presi- 
dent immediately communi- 
cated with the Navy Depart- 
ment and instructed the 
Secretary of the Navy to is- 
sue an order carrying out 
the admiral’s recommenda- 
tion, and to see that the ves- 
sels be got in readiness at 
once. 

The Marietta sed Machias, 
besides the Brooklyn, will be

RECON NOISSANCES. 


Insurgents in Position at Santa Ana 
and Arayat. 
[ASSOCIATED I'RESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
MANILA, Oct. 4.—[By Manila Cable.) 
Reconnoissances from Mexico by the 
Fourth Cavalry toward Santa Ana, 
northeast of Mexico and toward Ara- 
yat, due north of Santa Ana, developed 
the fact that the insurgents are in posi- 

tion at both points. 

An American private was killed in 
the skirmish at Santa Ana. 

The Arayat party learned that Scott 
and Edwards of the Twenty-fifth In- 
fantry, who are missing, are prisoners 
at Magalang. 

The insurgents made two attacks on 
Calamba, in which their commanding 
officer reports sixty Filipinos killed and 
many wounded. 

Two companies of the Twenty-first 
Regiment repelled each attack, losing 
two men killed and seven wounded. 

Bolo men surprised an outpost near 
Guagua, killing two privatés. The 
other two escaped. 

While four sailors of the cruiser Bal- 
timore were entering the Bacoor River 
in a boat yesterday, after the fight, 
they received a volley, wounding three. 
It is understood that the volley came 
from United States soldiers, who, hav- 
ing been ordered to prevent the pas- 
sage of boats, fired by mistake on the 
Baitimore’s men. 

Rear-Admiral Watson announces the 
recovery of the United States gunboat 
Urdaneta, which was captured and 
beached by the insurgents near Orani, 
on the Orani River, where she had been 
blockading. The expedition was en; 
tirely successful. The Americans suf- 
fered no casualties. 


POROC PIED. 


Insurgents Evidently Trying to Get 

k Behind the Americans.

MANILA, Oct. 4.—[By Manila Cable.] 
Several hundred insurgents have re- 
occupied Poroc, which was captured by 
Gen. MacArthur September 20, and 
evacuated by the Americans the follow- 
ing day.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4—fExctlusive 
Dispatch.] Admiral Dewey said today 
that maybe he would take’a run clear 
across the country, and visit San Frane 
cisco and other Pacific Coast cities 
later on. The admiral made this statee 
ment to Gen. Anderson of Chicago, 
who called upon him here and asked 
him to visit that city. Admiral Dewey 
told Gen. Anderson he very probably 
would visit Chicago on his way West. 
He said he was thinking now about 
taking a spin over the country, starte 
ing about the middle of November, 
when he will have a little extra time 
on his hands. 

Senator Proctor of Vermont alse 
said today that Dewey probably would 
go West later. Senator Proctor has 
close relations with the admiral and 
would be apt to know if such a trip 
were under consideration. Senator 
Proctor seems eager to have Dewey 
g° to the Pacific Coast. 

Some dyspetic people may jump at 
the conclusion that Dewey is going 
to look over the political ground with 
an eye for the Presidency, but he has 
no such idea in his head. He wants 
to go through the country, and mix up 
with the people, and tell them per- 
sonally that if they know what they 
are about, they will stand by their 
country, uphold their President, and 
expand. 

It is coming out gradually that Ad-~ 
miral Dewey is a rampant expansion- 
ist; that he is delighted with the Pres. 
ident’s policy, and that whether he is 
Republican, Democrat or Prohkibitionist, 
he stands squarely with the President 
and with Maj.-Gen. Otis on the Phil- 
ippine question. So his trip, if he 
makes it, will be for the purpose of 
telling the people that he, George 
Dewey, is a William McKinley expan- 
sionist.

COLUMBIA GOES OUT TO TRY 
ON A NEW TOPSAIL. 


It Fits Her Like a Tatlor-made Gown 
ona Pretty Woman—Isclin is Sat; 
isfied With Tuesday's Work, 
buat not With Weather. 


Good Breese from the Sonthwest 
Looked for for To@day—With Con- 
ditions All Right a Decisive 
Race Should Be Sailed. 


Races at Chicago, Detroit and Lex- 
ington—Fred Foster’s Peace 
Falle—Semper Ego Wins the 
Autumn Hurdic. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

NEW YORK, Oct. 4—The off-racing 
day was a busy one, after all, for the 
sailor men on the two cup racers. Ise- 
lin and Sir Thomas Lipton, however, 
employed their hours in different ways. , 

The Columbia went out for a short 
trial spin outside Sandy Hook, shortly 
after noon today, principally to try out 
a new club topsail. Under mainsail and 
jib the yacht filled away from her 
moorings and, under the influence of a. 
fresh southwest breeze, was soon pass- 
ing the point of Sandy Hook. Capt. 
Barr brought the yacht around to the 
wind when the new topsail was ready 
to hoist, and in a few moments the big 
sky-reaching sail was mastheaded. It 
is one of Hathaway's latest and best 
productions, and when laced to the: 
topmast gaff, it set like a tailor-made 
gown on a pretty woman. 

After tacking several times to get 
the sail*well stretched, the Columbia 
was headed back for her mooring buoy 
in Sandy Hook Bay, where she arrived 
about 4 p.m. The mainsail was stowed 
and all hands sent to supper on board 
the tender St. Michaels. 

Cc. Oliver Iselin, who, with Mrs. Ise- 
lin and their guests, Woodbury Kane, 
Herbert Leeds and Newbury Thorne, 
is quartered on the St. Michaels, said 
to an Associated Press representative 
this afterroon: 

“I am satisfied with the Columbia's 
work during yesterday's race, but not 
with the weather conditions. None of 
us could tell where the wind Was com- 
ing from, not even the sailing master. 

‘In all my yachting I do not remem- 
ber when I've seen a flunkier day than 
yesterday. With all that, however, we: 
had overhauled the Shamrock for the. 
third time when the race was called 
off. She could not have crossed our 
bow if she had gone about gt that time.’ 
Our crew worked well m start to 
finish.” 

Asked what he thought the weather 
would be for temorrow’s race, Iselin 
sdid: “I think we shall have a good 
breeze from the southwest. I hope so, 
anyway, for I should like to get one 
race off my hands and know where we- 
stand.” 

Regarding the criticism that the leach 
of the Columbia’s mainsail was slack 
in yesterday’s race, the Cohimbia’s: 
mankger said: ‘Phat has been fixed. 
It was a little slack, but not enough to 
affect the yacht’s sailing.” 

It has been understood in some quar- 
‘ters that Capt. Rhodes of the Defender 
would be on board the Columbia in her 
race tomorrow, to look after the trim- 
ming of the sails and in an advisory 
capacity. On board the St. Michaels a 
member of the crew said: “Capt. 
Rhodes has not been With us as yet, 
but we all wish he was along. He may 
come yet, and if he does he will ‘be wel- 
come.” 

“Sandy,” the Columbia's mascot, is 
the same yellow dog that helped to pilot 
the defender to victory. He is well fed, 
sleek-looking, and carefully guarded by 
the steward. The crew, to a man, feel 
that Sandy is indispensable to the suc- 
cess of the yacht. 

Skipper Charlie Barr is not worried a 
bit about the result of the races. He 
sticks to his original assertion that the 
Columbia is the fastest single-stick 
yacht afloat, and that in windward or 
any other work she is more than a 
match for the Shamrock. 

Sir Thomas Lipton is not wo:rying 
over tomorrow's race one bit. On the 
contrary, when seen today on the Erin 
he felt confident that his craft would 
give a good account of herself, no mat- 
ter what kind of a breeze there is. He 
wants a good, fresh breeze, however, 80 
that the relative speed ofthe defender 
and the challenger can be thoroughly . 
demonstrated. He had just returned 
from a visit to the shamrock, late this 
afternoon, when seen by the Associated 
Press representative. 

After taking a cup of tea and a little 
toast, Sir Thomas spoke a ’ afl 
on the grand old schooner yacht Amer- 
ict, “the boat that caused ali the 
trouble,” to quote Sir Thomas. He said 
‘he had a splendid sail around the bay 
for about two hours, and that from the 
speed the old boat made in the stiff 
southwest breeze he did not wonder 

that she had “‘lifted’”’ the cup on the 
other side, nearly fifty years ago. 

Sir Thomas did not care to make any 
Statement about tomorrow's race, ex-, 
cept that the Shamrock would carty 
exactly the same sails as she @id in 
yesterday's contest, and that her crew 
would do their best to cross the finish- 
line first. The challenger is in the best 
of condition for the coming race. Not} 
a piece of wire in her rigging nor an 
inch of canvas was found to be dam- 
aged in the least degree when her crew 
looked her over this morning. The 
members of the crew are quite as con- 
fident as the Shamrock’s owner that she | 
will prove a winner, and some of them’ 
are ready to lay a few guineas if they | 
get the chance. 

Sir Thomas received hundreds of ca- 
blegrams today from all parts of the ' 
world, congratulating him on the 
splendid showing his boat made in 
light air against the defender. 

“Some of the cable’,”’ said Sir 
Thomas, “are from people I do not ‘ 
know personally, but that only goes to 
show what a great interest is being 
taken in these races. One of them read 
thus: ‘Tommy, don’t make room for

The matter was settled, 
however, this afternoon, at a meeting 
of the Regatta Committee, which was 
held at the New York Yacht Club 
house. After the meeting C. S. Nichol- 
son Kane announced that the next race 
would be as it was Tuesday—fifteen 
miles to windward or leeward, and a 
beat back. 

It seems that the agreement be- 
tween Sir Thomas Lipton and the Co- 
lumbia’s owner relates that where it 
is impossible to finish a contest within 
the time limit, the same class of race 
must be continued until a decision is 
reached. Consequently, before the two 
boats can meet on the three-leg beat, it 
will be necessary to settle the capabil- 
ities of the two champions on the 
straight-away run of fifteen knots. In 
consequence of the quickly-waning 
daylight at this time of the year, the 
Regatta Committee today determined 
that the start would be made at 10:45 
a.m., a difference of fifteen minutes 
from the time previously fixed for the 
yachts going over the line. 

The ending of Tuesday's encounter 
has tended materially to whet the in- 
terest of the yachting enthusiasts in 
the final outcome of the battle that will 
see the cup still “spiked to the deck,” 
as Capt. Bob Evans terms it, or 
wrenched up and carted away to the 
country which ‘for so ‘many years has 
been unsuccessfully fighting for it. 

The Columbia's performance Tuesday 
is generally regarded as proving her 
the better boat of the two. The con- 
sensus of opinion is that, given equal 
conditions, that is, when there are no 
fluky winds and no elements of at- 
mospheric luck to be calculated, the 
American representative can both out- 
foot and outpoint the foreigner. It 
was contended that while the Fife cre- 
ation held her own in the erratic and 
paltry breezes which marked the first 
race, another tale will be told when 
the Columbia has a chance to exhibit 
her particular qualities of sailing long 
and freed. 

It is asserted also that there is noth- 
ing tangible in the contention that the 
Emerald sloop will prove stronger in a 
breeze than the defender.. It, was ob- 
servable that the Shamrock -kicked up 
much more fuss ih the thoppy sea than 
did the Columbia, and. it jis inferred 
that when she does meét a blow ‘she will 
thrash and make much worse weather 
of it than her competitor. 

However, when all. is said and done, 
this decanting upon the superiority of 
one boat over another is only so much 
speculation.

TROUBLE FOR DENTISTS, 


Patent on Crown and Bridge Work 
to Be Protected, 
[A, P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

BOSTON, Oct. 4.—Acting on the re- 
cent decision of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court for the southern district of 
New York, establishing, it is claimed, 
the validity of the patent issued in 
1881 to James E. Low, for crown and 
bridge detanl work, which was assigned 
to a certain company, thé present hold- 
ers of the patent have placed attach- 
ments on the officers of seven Boston 
dentists. 

This patent has been the cause of an 
immense amount of litigation and it is 
said that nearly every district in the 
ee has used the crown and bridge 
work. 

After the New York decision a cir- 
cular was sent to dentists requesting 
that they pay $25 a year for every year 
during which they have used the work.

They say that the matter will 
be taken to the United States Cir- 
cult Court of Appeals and to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States if 
necessary. 


MAINE SHIPBUILDING.

MOLE OF SOUTHERN PACIFIC 
SNOWSHEDS BURNED. 


Loas of Thousands of Dollars’ Worth 
of Property the Work of an 
Incendiary—Telegraph 
Wires Cut.

TASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SACRAMENTO, Oct. 4.—One of the 
most serious fires which the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company has had in 
a number of years, took place about 
2 o'clock this morning on the Central 
Pacific road between Cisco and Emi- 
grant Gap. 

About 9 o’clock last night the agent 
‘who has charge of the company’s 
lookout station at Red Mountain, op- 
posite Cisco, sent in word to the latter 
place that the telephone wire had 
either been cut or was broken. 

At 2 o’clock this morning word was 
received at the railroad office in this 
city that the Western Union Telegraph 
Company’s wires, which are carried 
over the mountains in a cable, had 
been cut. A little later the lookout 
man at Red Mountain sent in the in- 
formation that he could see a fire burn- 
ing in the snowsheds, and the flames 
were spreading rapidly. 

As soon as the operator at Cisco 
learned that a fire was in progress he 
sent word to the office of Superin- 
tendent Wright in this city, and a fire 
train was at once ordered to start for 
the scene from Blue Cafion. There 
was some delay in getting the fire 
train to the place on account of the 
fact that there were some freight 
trains along the line. 

The fire, which was the work of an 
incendiary, was in the snowsheds be- 
tween Cisco and Emigrant Gap. The 
incendiary had started the fire in two 
Places, on both sides of a_ steel 
bridge, which is 400 feet in length. The 
bridge was badly damaged by the 
flames. 

The railroad track was damaged for 
a long dista:iice by the warping of the 
rails and the burning of the ties. The 
company had a mile of snowsheds 
burned, and the total loss to the rail- 
road will not be less than $50,000. 

Superintendent J. B. Wright, Resi- 
dent Engineer J. B. Robinson and a 
jJarge force of workmen left for the 
scene of the fire by special train this 
forenoon. Railroad Detective Ahern 
is also on the scene, and the company 


believes that the incendiary will be 
caught. 
The company hopes to have the 


track cleared so trains will be moving 
by noon tomorrow. There are two 
passenger trains, east-bound and west-. 
bound, now -stalled in the mountains 
on account of the fire. There is also 
an east-bound train stranded in this 
city, a large number of its passengers 
being eastern excursionists. 

' ‘The fire is all out. 


MECHANICS’ GRIEVANCES. 


Strike on Canadian Pacific May 
Stop Trafiic. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] | 


VANCOUVER (¢B. C.;) Oct. 4,—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] At 10 o’clock this 
morning the mechanics in all the shops 
of the Candian Pacific Railway in Brit- 
Ish Columbia, went on a strike. In fact, 
at that hour, every mechanic on the 
transcontinental system left work at 
the call of the advisory labor board of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway. Accord- 
ing to statements of Canadian Pacific 
machinists at Winnipeg, wages have 
been gradually reduced to the break- 
ing point, and during a period when the 
company was prospering. 

They laid grievances before the board 
mentioned. The board advised a 
strike, and promised to support them 
by ordering a- general strike. This 
throws 400 men out of employment and 
should the strike continue for three days 
it will stop traffic. This places the 
Canadian Pacific Railway in a serious 
predicament. The strike is so general 
aH along the line that it looks impossi- 
ble for the railroad to win out. 

EXPECT SUPPORT. 

[ASSOCIATYD PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

VANCOUVER (B. C.,) Oct. 4.—The 
general strike of machinists on the 
Canadian Pacific Railway from Fort 
William to Vancouver began this morn- 
*-{ng, when the mechanics of the loeal 
shops went out on a strike. This action 
was taken on orders telegraphed from 
Winnipeg, and is said to include all 
mechanics on this division, numbering 
from 350 to 400 men. The men state 
that they will be joined by all their 
fellows in the East and that from ocean 
to ocean, Canadian Pacific shops will be 
closed. A gradual reduction of pay is 
given as a reason for the strike. 

General Superintendent Marpole of 
the Canadian Pacific states that noth- 
ing is known here of the matter ex- 
cept that the men are out. The trouble 
comes from Winnipeg and in sympathy 
with that point, the local men have 
quit work. 


J. DOWNEY HARVEY WINS. 


San Diego Land Case Decided by the 
Supreme Court. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 4.—The Su- 
preme Court has handed down a long 
decision in the case of J. Downey Har- 
vey, administrator, and the Merchants’ 
Exchange Bank of San Francisco, 
against Allejandro Barker and others. 
The defendants and appellants are 
Pueblo or Mission Indians, living in 
San Diego county, and they claim title 
to certain lands on a possessory right, 
extending back unnumbered years. 

The plaintiff, representing the estate 
of John G. Downey, claims title to the 
property in dispute under a Mexican 
grant to Juan José Warner. The In- 
dians contend that this grant specified 
that their ancestors and their descend- 
ants were not to be disturbed. The 
Warner grant was approved by the 
United States government in 1880, and a 
patent issued therefor. 

The court holds that the decision of 
the Land Commissioners of the United 
States that the land in question was, 
at the time it was granted, vacant and 
subject to absolute alienation is con- 
clusive on the defendants and all 
others. 

Justices Beatty, McFarland and Tem- 
ple wrote dissenting opinions. 


WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Good Prospects for Citrus Fruits. 
Pasturage Somewhat Short. 
[ASSOCIATED FRESS DAY REPORT.} 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 4.—The De- 
partment of Agriculture has summar- 
ized the weather and crop conditions 


existing in California for the past 
week as follows: 


‘ “The temperature has been somewhat 
lower then during the preceding week, | 


though several degrees above the nor- 
mal, except on the immediate coast. 
Heavy fogs have been frequent in the 
coast regions and light showers oc- 
curred in Humboldt county. Condi- 
tions continued favorable for raisin- 
curing and fruit-drying, and the crops 
are mostly under shelter. The second 
crop of grapes is being gathered and 
shipped to the wineries in considerable 
quantities; the yield is not as large 
as been expected in many in- 
stances. Figs and some varieties of 
late -deciduous fruits are being gath- 
ered and dried. There is still a good 
prospect for a large yield of: citrus 
fruits, but conditions would be much 
improved by early rains. A fair crop 
of walnuts has been gathered;.the nuts 
are of excellent quality. 

“An average of corn is being har- 
vested. Tomatoes of good quality are 
abundant. Orchardists will soon com- 
mence pruning, and farmers are mak- 
ing preparations for plowing and seed- 
ing. Pasturage is very short in some 
localities, and cattle are being driven 
to new ranges. Forest fires in the 
mountain regions are causing some 
Camage to timber.” 


PINDAR’S WEALTH. 


Eccentric Old Man Leaves His Money 
to Cousins. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
SAN JOSE, Oct. 4.—About a month 
ago George E. Pindar died at his home 
in the hills near Saratoga. He was be- 
lieved to be exceedingly poor, but 
nearly $18,000 cash has been found in 
the bank to his credit. His personal 
property and real estate runs the 
value of the estate up to about $20,000. 
The old man left a will giving all 
the property to four distant cousins, 
two in Cleveland, O., and two at Cot- 
tage Grove, Mass. They have been 
advised of the fact, but told that if 
they attempted to take the property 
the aged widow will contest on the 
grounds that her husband was insane. 
It is possible that a compromise may 
be effected and the attorney for the 
widow is waiting to hear from the 
relatives. Pindar had had his coffin 
on hand for years before he died. He 
and his wife accumulated their money 
in the wood and coal business in San 
Francisco. 


LIGHTHOUSE IMPROVEMENTS. 


System of Waterworks and a Road 
for Point Sur. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
MONTEREY, Oct. 4.—News has 
been received here from Point Sur 
lighthouse, forty miles from this place, 
that extensive improvements are now 
in progress at the Hghthouse. A road 
to the top of the rock, on which the 
lighthouse stands, is being constructed, 
which is intended to be used in carry- 
ing supplies and other freight from 
the vessels to the lighthouse, and so 
obviate the necessity of hoisting all 
freight to the top of the.rock by 

steam. 

A rock wall is also‘to be built at 
the base of the house at the station, 
to prevent the sliding of earth away 
from the foundations—a present an- 
noyance to the keeper. 


A system of waterworks is also to be 


constructed... The improvement will be 
completed inside of three months, and 
will make the station a much more de- 
sirable one than formerly. 


FIVE MILLION DOLLARS 


Expended in Arizona Copper Mines 
by New Jersey Company. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

TUCSON $(Ariz.,) Oct. 4.—Another 
big sale of copper properties was made 
today, it being by George H. Sisson and 
wife to the Okide Copper Company 
of New Jersey. Thirty-five copper 
claims in Silver Bell district were sold 
for $5,000,000. These mines are in the 
same great copper belt as the Rose- 
mont, Helvetia, Azurite and Neilson 
Smelting Company’s mines; all bullion 
producers. 

It is understood the purchase today 
is in the interest of the Standard Oil 
Company. The deeds of sale last week 
of copper mines to the Helvetia Mining 
Company, and today to the Oxide Cop- 
per Company, each contained $5000 
worth of revenue stamps. 


FEAR A DISASTER. 
Ship Cyrus Wakefield Now Nearly 
a Month Overdue. 
P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.} 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 4.—Shipping 
men fear that some disaster has be- 
fallen the ship Cyrus Wakefield, which 
sailed from New York for this port 183 
days ago. She was last heard from at 
Port Stanley, where she put in after 
the death at sea of her master, Capt. 
Henry. She left Port Stanley eighty- 
nine days ago in charge of Capt. Chap- 
man, and should have reached here 
nearly a month ago. 

Five per cent. reinsurance is being 
paid on her. The ship Valkyrie reports 
passing the mast of a ship in the track 
of vessels rounding Cape Horn. Mari- 
ners say that this may have belonged 


‘to the Cyrus Wakefield, which is prob- 


ably now making slow progress under 
a jury rig. 


THE CATTLE PLAGUE. 


Texas Fever Makes Its Appearance 
Near Bellota. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
STOCKTON, Oct. 4—Dr. Eddy, the 
county veterinarian, reports that a 
dozen cattle have died. near Bellota of 
Texas fever. He made a trip to that 
place last Saturday in company with 

the State veterinarian. 

A herd was brought from San Diego 
recently by a man named Bailey, and 
pastured near French Camp. It was 
reported that the fever had made its 
appearance in the herd, and an in- 
vestigation is to be made immediately. 

"We believe the disease exists at va- 
rious places in the county,” said the 
veterinarian today, “and that efforts 
are being made to conceal the cases 
from the authorities.”’ 


INDIANS DYING RAPIDLY. 


Disease, Like Quick Consumption, 
Prevalent at Point Barrow. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 4.—Capt. Bod- 
fish of the steam whaler Baluga, who 
has just returned from the Arctic, re- 
ports that some kind of a disease, like 
quick consumption, is epidemic among 
the Indians. At Point barrow between 
August 14 and September 7 there were 


nineteen deaths, and at Cape Bathurst 


three natives died during the few hours 
the Baluga was anchored there. The 
Indians are scared so badly that as 
soon as one of them is taken sick, he 
immediately begins preparations for 
death. 

“If the death rate keeps up at Point 
Barrow,” said Capt. Bodfish, today, 
“there will be no Indians left when the 
whalers return there next spring.” 


. FARLEY’S MURDERER. 


Suesser Taken to Salinas for Trial. 
Fears of Violence. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 
SALINAS, Oct. 4.—George Suesser,. 
who murdered Henry R. Farley, Sheriff 
of Monterey county, on September 18 
in this city, was brought back here to- 
night and lodged in the County Jail. 
The preliminary hearing will prohably 
take place tomorrow, after which Sues- 
ser will, it is asserted, be taken back 


to San José jail. The regwar trial will 
probably be held in San José. ’ 
Suesser’s parents, it is asserted, are 
much excited and fear violence to their 
son. There are no signs of an active 
demonstration, but the officers are tak- 
ing every precaution to xuard their 
prisoner. 


SAN FRANCISCO FIRE. 
Old First 


Baptist Charch Burned. 
Fireman Injured. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPPRT.]} 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 4.—The First 
Baptist Church was destroyed by fire 
late this afternoon. One fireman, Leo 
Cotello, was seriously injured and three 
others were slightly hurt. The fire 
started on the roof back of the spire, 
from an unknown cause. 


FLATS BADLY DAMAGED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 
SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 4.—A row of 

flats belonging to J. M. Manning, 
which adjoined the church on the east, 
and the Hotel Normandie, a_ three- 
story frame building on the other side, 
were badly damaged by fire and water. 
The losses may exceed $60,000, with an 
aggregate insurance of $20,000. 

The church loss is $42,000, with $12,009 
insurance. Manning says his loss is 
$18,000, with $5000 insurance. The Ho- 
tel Normandie loss is $4000, and the in- 
surance $2000. Many hotel occupants 
and the residents in adjoining flats 
have small losses. 

The falling of the blazing twin 
spires, structures that had tapered 
into the air a distance of about sixty 
feet from the church roof, was a spec- 
tacular feature of the fire, which at- 
tracted thousands of persons. 

Capt. Comstock of the fire patrol, be- 
lieves that the fire was started by 
sparks from a near-by chimney fall- 
ing on the roof of the church.

KRUGER'S ULTIMATUM. 


[ASSUCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
LONDON, Oct. 4.—The Press Asso- 
ciation learns that the dispatch 


drawn up by the Cabinet Friday, was 
still unsent, up to this evening. 

On the other hand, a telegram from 
Brussels gives from ‘‘a well-informed 
source’ the news that Dr. Leyds, the 
representative in Europe of the South 
African republic, has received con- 
firmation of the report that President 
Kruger has addressed an ultimatum 
to Great Britain demanding the with- 
drawal of the British forees from the 
frontier within forty-eight hours, and 
that it was delivered Monday. This 
report, however, still lacks official con- 
firmation. 

The confidence of the military au- 
thorities at the Cape is shown by a 
dispatch received tonight from Cape 
Town, which states that at a confer- 
ence of the military authorities there 
and Gen. Sir Stewart White, V.C., 
who will command the British forces 
in Natal, and Lieut.-Gen. Sir Frederick 
Walker, held to consider the situation, 
Gen. White expressed himself as con- 
fident that the British would be able 
to present a force sufficient to repel 
any attack. Gen. White, who in- 
tended to go to Durban on board a 
warship, has now, in order to save 
time, abandoned the idea, and will 
go by train tonight. 

‘A line steamer left Lorenzo Mar- 
ques, Delagoa Bay, today with 1200 
Rand refugees. Large numbers were 
left behind, and all trains are crowded 
with those taking part in the exodus 
from the Transvaal.

There is a well-authenticated re- 
port that a Il e force.of Boers is as- 
sembled at Selik, at thé junction of the 
Crocodile and Pongolo rivers, evidently 
with the object of destroying the rail- 
way. , 

The report regarding the extent of 
Boer artillery is probably exaggerated, 
as it is believed the burghers possess 
few guns and it is unlikely that they 
would dismantle their forts in order to 
take garrison pieces to the front. 

The military authorities estimate 
that there are now 562,000 Boers in the 
field. Late advices from Cape Town 
this afternoon indicate a widespread 
impression there that unless the Boers 
begin hostilities by Thursday they will 
not fight, but will yield to the imperie! 
demands when formulated. 

The Cape House of Assembly last 
evening agreed to a motion instructing 
the Capé government-to demand the 
speedy return to Cape Colony of any 
and all rolling stock now in the Orange 
Free State or the Transvaal. 

A special dispatch from Johannes- 
burg says the Boer officials there con- 
tinue to urge the British subjects who 
remain to leave, and it is believed that 
all who do not will be marched under 
escort along the railway until a train 
is reached to carry them away. 

Orders have been issued from Pre- 
toria closing all the saloons in the gold 
fields. The Transvaal government has 
taken over the Perreira mines and all 
the mines in the gold field. A group of 


five of the Eckstein mines have been 
closed. 
Additional transports with: troops, 


from India arrived this morning at 
Durban, Natal, and will proceed to the 
front immediately. It is rumored there 
that the Boers are withdrawing from 
the Natal border, owing to the lack of 
forage. 

Montague White, Consul-General of 
the South African republic in London, 
informed the Associated Press today 
that the Transvaal and Free State. 
agreed some days ago to present a 
joint demand on Great Britain to 
withdraw her troops from the frontier, 
but so far as he knows the demand 
never reached the British Foreign | 
Office. 

-Gavin Brown Clark, Liberal mem- 
ber of Parliament for Caithnesshire, 
who telegraphed portions of the speech 
delivered last Saturday by the Lord 
President of the Council, the Duke of 
Devonshire, which Mr. Clark thought 
offered a peaceful settlement, has re- 
ceived the following reply from Preto- 
ria, dated October 3: F 

“The government of the South Af- 
rican republic is gratified to learn that 
influences are at work to secure a 
peaceful settlement. Considering, how- 
ever, the manner in which their five- 
year franchise proposals were rejected, 
after the government had every reason 
to believe that they would be accepted, 
considering also the abandonment of 
the joint commission proposed by Great 
Britain, as well as the declaration that 
the British government regards all 
former proposals as abandoned, and. 
are formulati fresh proposals, the 
government of the South African re- 
public does not feel at liberty to re- 
formulate the rejected proposals. 

“Tf the desire for peace be e t 
and sincere an excellent opening is af- 
forded by the Transvaal’s acceptance 
of the joint commission, a proposition 
emanating from their government, and 
if carried out would undoubtedly bring 
a satisfactory and honorable settle- 
ment.” 

A London news agency publishes a | 
dispatch from Paris saying it is ru- 
mored there that a semij-official ex- 
change of views is proceeding between 
Russia, France and Germany with ref- 
erence to the Transvaal. 

FRENCH CONGRATULATIONS.

PARIS, Oct. 4.—A number of papers 
say that the Boers have sent an ulti- 
matum to England, demanding the 
withdrawal of the troops from the 
frontier within forty-eight hours. The 
papers congratulate President Kruger 
for coming to this decision.

NEW YORK TO SAN FRANCISCO. 


Dr. H. P. Pratt Claims He Hae Solved 
the Problem With His System of 
Superimposed Currents—Within 
a Fortnight He Will Begin Work 
oy @ Practical Demonstration. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

CHICAGO, Oct. 4.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Through the development of 
new theories in wireless telegraphy, the 
claim is made by a Chicagoan that the 
operation of the entire fire-alarm and 
police-signal systems of the city by 
means of atmospheric vibrations has 
come within the range of possibility.

THE CRAMPS STRIKE. 


No New Developments—Old Swin- 
dling Game Fails.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 4.—There were 
no developments today in the strike 
of the various trades at Cramp’s ship- 
yards.

astic Over Ot: Victories in the 
War With Spain—Hopes for In- 
crease of Commerce.

NEW YORK, Oct. 4.—Charles Page 
Bryan of Chicago, United States Min- 
ister to Brazil, who has just arrived 
from Pernambuco, said last night: 

“The sympathies of the leading men: 
in Brazil and the larger portion of the: 
serious and thoughtful population are 
‘with our nation, on whose constitution 
they have modeled theirs. During our 
war with Spain that feeling showed 
itself in a marked manner. I saw tre- 
mendous enthusiasm when the an- 
nouncements—e# our victories were 
made and the names of. our heroes— 
William McKinley, Dewey, Roosevelt 
and the others—were mentioned. 

“The new administration of Brazil 
has as its aim financial economics and 
& progressive policy which is sure to 
result in great benefit to the commer- 
cial interests of the country that ad- 
mits Brazil’s products free. All fac- 
tions of Republicans in Brazil scoff at 
the efforts of our commercial rivals to 
arouse suspicion of our disinterested 
friendship for our sister republics of 
the Western Hemisphere. The public 
expressions of Governors, political 

aders and newspaper editors, have 
been so emphatically favorable to our 
country as to leave no doubt of the 
genuineness of the sentiment which 
made itself manifest, even before 
Dewey struck his magic blow at Ca- 
vite. No American who was present 
will ever forget the patriotic emotion 
aroused by the thousands of ‘American 
flags waving side by side with the Bra- 
zilian emblem, and the demonstration 
that occurred at midnight of the last 
third of July in a remote corner of the 
old State of Bahia, to greet, with 
showers of flowers, speeches and fire- 
works, the incoming of our national 
anniversary.

LONDON, Oct. 5.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Paris correspondent of the 
Daily Mail says it is rumored there 
that Gen. Roget, the former sub-chief of 
the fourth bureau of the general staff; 
M. Godfrey de Cavaignac, formerly 
Minister of War, and M. Quesnay de 
Beaurepaire, former president of the 
Civil Section of the Court of Cassation, 
will be arrested on a charge of conspir- 

ing against the republic. 

PARIS, Oct. 4.—It is stated that 
Judge Grosjean, Gen. Roget, M. 
Cavaignac, M. de Beaurepaire, one of 
Gen. Merciers sons, the loveliest 
“Gyp” (Countess- de Janville,) and 
others met in February and discussed 
a proposal to seize the Palace of the 
Elysée upon the day of President 
Faure’s funeral, declare a plebiscitary 
republic and install M. Cavaignac as 
President. 

On Gen. Roget’s suggestion, how- 
ever, it was decided to postpone the 
attempt until M. Faure should have 
been buried.

VILIFIES THE SOLDIERS. 


St. Andrew Brotherhood’s Secretary 
Calls Manila a Hell Hole. 
fA. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Oct. 4.—Army Secres 
tary Peyton of the Brotherhood of St. 
Andrew, who has just returned from 
a stay of six months in the Philippines, 
declares that the United States has 
“45,000 drunken rakes and gamblers” 
in and around Manila and that relig- 
ious progress is‘quite out of the ques- 
tion while American soldiers are there. 
He says the Roman Catholic priests 
have made up with the Tagalos and 
are losing no time and sparing no 
money to tell the Filipinos that the 
Americans now in Manila have made 
that city a “hell hole” to a civilian. In 
an interview he said: 

“Without qualifying exceptions, the 
Tagalos are the most moral and mosi 
religious people I ever saw, but they 
are mere children in ability to govern 
themselves. It would never do, in my 
judgment, for the Wnited States to 
abandon them. 

“At the present time there is no 
chance for Protestant effort. It is 
practically useless to undertake to do 
anything there until the United States 
troops depart or reform. There are in 
and around.Manila at this moment 
about 45,000 drunkards, rakes and 
gamblers. Of course there are excep- 
tions, but they are not worth mention- 
ing. When the American troops landed 
in Manila there was only a saloon or 
two in the whole place. Today Manila 
is a hell hole. There are 430 or more 
saloons, the typical places of the west- 
ern frontier, or worse, and the saloons 
are more respectable than are many 
of the other places within the city 
which Americans have either sup- 
planted or kept alive by their support. 

“When the insurrection was at its 
height many Spanish priests were 
driven out and left the island. .With 
the coming of the Americans a com- 
mon danger has brought the Tagalos 
and Spaniards together and old sores 
have been healed. Today not only Lu- 
zon but the islands in the west and 
south are covered With friars who are 
active as they were never before.”

RATES FOR OFFICERS. 


They May Have to Pay Full Fare 
After Muster-out. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT. } 

CHICAGO, Oct. 4.—Western roads 
are considering a proposition to dis- 
continue the practice of granting re- 
duced rates for officers of volunteer 
regiments returning from the Philip- 
pines. The proposition has been 
made on the ground that the volun- 
teer officers are mustered out of serv- 
ice at San Francisco, thereby becom- 
ing private citizens, not entitled to re- 
duced rates to points east of the Cali- 
fornia metropolis. 

The proposition has not met with 
favor. by several passenger officials 
who believe that, even if the fact that 
the officers technically are returned to 
the ranks of private citizenship in San 
Francisco, they are entitled to the re- 
duced rates as much as if they were 
still in the government service when 
they started for the East. The mat- 
ter is to be definitely decided by next 
Tuesday. There is an impression that 
the proposition will be voted down. 


PHILIPPINE COMMISSION. 
President Schurman Has a Cohfere 
-ence With Secretary Hay.

Schurman, of the Philippine Commis- 
sion called at the State Department 
today, and had a conference with 
Secretary Hay, touching the approach- 
ing meeting of the commission.

Immense Soda Beds Surveyed. 


DENVER, Oct. 4.—A special to the 
News from El Paso, Tex., says that 
Fred H. Peitz, a civil engineer, has 
just returned from the immense soda 
beds of Dona Anna county, N. M., 
where he surveyed and staked out &2,- 
000 acres of soda lands for a Pittsburgh 
syndicate. The soda is almost pure, 
and the beds are thirty-five miles long, 
twelve miles wide and sixty feet deep. 
The syndicate proposes to establish 
plaster of Paris and cement works and 
connect with the Santa Fé Railway 
by means of a short line. The soda is 
of great value for carbonic acid, sul- 
phuric acid and as a fertilizer. 


M.E. Church South Conference. 


OAKLAND, Oct. 4.—The Pacific an- 
nual conference of the Methodist 
Church, South, was called to order to- 
day by Bishop W. W. Duncan. There 
was a large attendance of delegaten. 
The reading of reports showed that 
the conference has made some progress 
during the year. The publishing house 
showed.a total business of $350,416, and 
has at present a capital of $902,488. A 
committee was appointed to formulate 
a protest against the seating of Con- 
gressman Roberts of Utah. 


Troublesome Quarrymen Strike. 


NEWCASTLE (Pa.,) Oct. 4.—Fully 
1500 quarrymen employed at and around 
Hillsville, Carbon and Loweville have 
struck. The men have been receiving 
18 cents per ton for quarrying and ‘c- 
mand an advance of 2 cents. This sec- 
tion has heretofore been very trouble- 
some in strikes. 


New York Jewelers Strike. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 4.—About 10,000 
jewelers, members of the Jeweyers’ 
Protective Union, have struck for eight 
hours at a 90 per cent. crease in 
wages for overtime and double wage 
for Sunday work. '

SANTA BARBARA COUNTY. 


Eagles xnd Sean Birds Protected. 
Boy Poisoned—Davis Arraigned. , 
SANTA BARBARA, Oct. 4.—[Reg- 

ular Correspondence.] At the instance 
of dizectors of the Humane Society the 
County Supervisors passed an ordi- 
nance yesterday afternoon protecting 
the eagle and many sea birds from be- 
ing killed. Complaints have been made 
here for years of so-called sportsmen 
who go along the beach shooting gulls 
and other sea fowl out on the water. 
Often the birds are merely wounded 
and if they are killed they are left 
to float ashore and become disagree- 
able on the beach. The new ordinance 
includes the eagle with the sea birds, 
and fixes a fine of from $25 to $50, with 
possible imprisonment for not more 
than thirty days, as the penalty for 
destroying these birds. The ordinance 
is a very popular one. 


ATE DEADLY BERRIES. 


Charles Orth, a _  fourteen-year-old 
boy, died this morning from eating 
nightshade berries. These berries are 
very common in this county, and are 
a small black berry resembling th> 
currant in form. After eating some of 
these, young Orth Legan vomiting and 
died shortly from poison.

The Santa Barbara teachers enter- 
tained some five hundred guests ast 
evening at a reception given in honor 
of the teachers visiting the county for 
the week of the institute. A musica! 
programme was rendered under the 
direction of Mrs. Rice, the director of 
the music of the city schools. Later a 
variety of light refreshments became 
the order and the evening was given up 
to dancing. The affair was held a: 
Channel City Hall, which was elabo- 
rately decorated for the occasion. Th- 
visitors expressed themselves as very 
much pleased with the way the local 
teachers treated them.

STAMP STEALING CHARGED. 


Franklin W. Thornton on Trial in 
the District Court. 

The trial of Franklin W. Thornton, 
charged with embezzling stamps and 
money while employed in the Pasadena 
postoffice, begun yesterday morning be- 
fore a jury in the United States Dis- 
trict Court. The day was devoted to 
hearing the evidence of the prosecu- 
tion. A. R. Metcalfe, Esq., and G. A. 
Gibbs represent the defendant, and the 
prosecution is being conducted by 
United States District Attorney Frank 
P. Flint. 

Thornton formerly held the position 
of stamp and registry clerk in the 
Pasadena postoffice, He disa 
on the 29th of last January, and an ex- 
amination of his accounts showed that 
$762 worth of postage stamps wers 
missing. Officers were put on the trail 
of Thornton, but nothing was learned 
of his whereabouts until the 5th of last 
July, when he walked in the United 
States Marshal’s office in Columbus, O., 
and gave himself up. He said that he 
had grown tired of being a fugitive 
from justice, and desired to have his 
trial and get it all over with. 

Thornton left a wife and family when 
he departed from Pasadena, and it may 
be possible that his desire to see his 
little ones overcame his fear of the 


penitentiary. 
The evidence yesterday tended to 
show that Thornton disposed of the 


stamps which are alleged to have been 
stolen before he left the postoffice, by 
selling them over the counter and then 
reporting his sales less than they really 
were, pocketing the difference.

FORSEFIELD’S SECOND TRIAL. 
East Side Barber Again in Court on 
a Serious Charge. 

Harry Horsefield, the East Side bar- 
ber who is accused of tampering inde- 
cently with little girls, is having his 
second trial for alleged assault on lit- 
tle Inez Clark. The jury at the first 
trial, in Justice Morgan's court, dis- 
agreed, their last ballot being nine for 
acquittal, and one for conviction.

Struck by a Locomotive. 

Anton Becher, an East Side rancher, 
got in the way of a Southern Pacific 
engine at Alameda and Commercial 
streets yesterday afternoon, and nar- 
rowly escaped being added to the long 
list of people, whose lives have been 
crushed out by the railroad jugger- 
naut.

WHE PRESIDENT'S PHILIPPINE POLICY. 
Our friends, the enemy, have had a 
great deal to say about the President's 
‘Philippine policy, and little that they 
@ave had to say has been said in a 
_ @pirit of friendliness, or even in a 
@pirit of fairness. They have amused 
‘themselves by setting up a man of 
‘Straw, and then proceeding to demol- 
> “ish the fantastic creations of their own 
grotesque imaginations. They have as- 
wumed that the President contemplated 
Mthis or that course of procedure, and 
Mthese would-be critics have found great 
‘evident enjoyment in severely criti- 
Mising, as the President's policy, their 
assumptions and conclusions, 
abe have been, in most instances, 
“entirely unwarranted by facts. They 
\have denounced the President and his 
Gministration with great savageness 
‘and acrimony, for plans and purposes, 
which were never entertained by the 
MPresident or his advisers. It seems 
mMiever to have occurred to these as- 
twistant Filipinos, that it would, per- 
‘haps, be as well to ascertain what 
were the plans and politics of the ad- 
(ministration, before venturing upon too 
pcaustic criticism. If Mr. Bryan and 
narrow-minded political associates 
‘had taken the precaution to base thetr 
jattempted criticisms upon facts, they 
j Would very soon have discovered that 
there was really no ground at all for 
Segitimate criticism. 
| The President has not taken pains 
wto send a personal letter of explanation 
ito each of his would-be critics, it is 
true; but his purposes, as regards the 
hilippines, have been announced from 
‘time to time, with more or less of 
Wefiniteness, and there has at no time 
Deen any excuse for misunderstanding 
®n this score; nor has there really been 
Valid ground for criticism, for the 
President has merely discharged, and ts 
Gischarging, the duty imposed upon 
him by the Constitution—that of main- 
taining order in the territory over 
Which floats the flag of the United 
States. The Philippines are as much 
United States territory, today, as is 
California, or Texas. or Georgia, or 
Massachusetts, and it is the duty of 
the President to maintain order there, 
BS much as it is his duty to enforce 
the constitutional guarantee that a re- 
Publican form of government shall be 
maintained in each and every State of 
the American Union. If Mr. Bryan 
and other would-be critics of the gov- 
ernment would remember this simple 
fact, they would save themselves a 
Great deal of after chagrin, to say 
Mothing of a bountiful diet of crow 
which awaits them. 
The President has again stated, in 
terms which are certainly not equivo- 
: cal nor ambiguous, his policy as re- 
1 gards the Philippines. After the Dewey 
SF reception on Tuesday, the President 
had an informal talk with some of the 
members of his Cabinet, and other 
prominent Republicans, among whom 
was Representative Boutelle of Maine, 
ehairman of the House Committee on 
Foreign Affairs. Mr. Boutelle has 
Summed up the President's informal 


Statement, on this occasion, as fol- 
lows: 

“The administration's policy is to 
Carry out the manifest will of the 


American people in furnishing troo 
to go to the Philippine to 
fain the fruits of Admiral Dewey's 
Victory. The duty that now devolves 
Upon this government is to maintain 
our sovereignty over the islands, sus- 
Sain our soldiers against any of the 
enemy, and against any disturbance 
of law and order; everything being for 
the purpose of establishing a rightful 
government for the people in the is!- 
ands in such manner as the American 
government, through Congress, sha!] 
determine. 

“The campaign must be pushed ac- 
tively and vigorously, and opposition to 
our army must be ended as rapidly 
@s possible. Peace must be  estab- 
lished by this government and main- 
tained there until Congress shal! decide 
what shall be done with the islands. 
From what the President said, it its 
Proposed to bend every resource to 
the stamping out of all opposition to 
our authority, the settlement of the 
war, and the establishment and main- 
tenance of peace.” 


This is the whole of the Philippine 
situation condensed into a few preg- 
nant words. After this statement, com- 
ing directly from the President, through 
® source which admits of no impeach- 
ment, there can remain no possible ex- 
cuse for misinterpretation of the Pres- 
ident’s motives, nor for misrepresen- 
tation of his plans regarding the Phil- 
Sppines. The keynote of the ad 
tration’s policy, as interpreted by Mr. 
Boutelle, is to establish in the Philfp- 


pines a proper government, and leave 
the future entirely in the hands of 
Congress. Surely, there can be in this 
plan of procedure no just basis for de- 


oh 


nouncing the administration nor for 
impugning its motives. What wiser 
and better course could the President 
and his advisers pursue in the present 
grave crisis? 

To Congress, of right and by law, 
belongs the duty of determining the 
policy which shall govern us in the 
future government of. the Philippines. 
The present duty of the administration, 
to restore order in the islands, and to 
maintain it, is clear and imperative. 
This duty the administration is per- 
forming with fidelity and firmness, not- 
withstanding the carping and snarling 
of its self-constituted critics. The fu- 
ture will fully vindicate the wisdom 
and the justice of this course, how- 
ever much the present may be ob- 
scured by sophistry and falsehood. 

The President is not to be swerved 
from the path of duty by adverse and 
ill-natured criticism, and the sooner 
his opponents learn this fact, the bet- 
ter it will be for them. The future of 
the Philippines is in the hands of the 
American people, and through their 
Congress, the American people will 
determine and promulgate the policies 
and plans of the future. Sufficient unto 
the day is the evil thereof—and the 
good thereof. 


COLUMBIA-SHAMROCK. 

The trial of speed—or, rather, of 
drifting capacity—between the Colum- 
bia and the Shamrock, on Tuesday, ap- 
pears to have afforded much satisfac- 
tion to the friends and backers of each 
of these two magnificent racing yachts. 
The friends of the Columbia profess to 
have found in her behavior, under the 
uneven wind conditions which she en- 
countered, evidences of marked supe- 
riority over her English competitor, the 
Shamrock, and their confidence in her 
ability to win the race has been mate- 
rially strenghtened. On the other hand, 
Sir Thomas Lipton, owner of the Sham- 
rock, expresses himself as thoroughly 
satisfied with the behavior of his 
staunch yacht, and he is more confident 
than ever that she will carry off the 
trophy. This increased confidence ap- 
pears to be fully shared by the backers 
of the Shamrock, and to some extent it 
is warranted by the fact that the Eng- 
lish boat was ahead of the American at 
the expiration of the time limit in Tues- 
day’s floating match. 

These two beautiful and speedy 
yachts, representing, respectively, the 
highest skill and the latest ideas of 
yacht builders in the United States 
and England, are undoubtedly very 
evenly matched, and the man who 
wagers money on the one or the other 
stands an almost even chance to lose 
or to win. Americans, as,a matter of 
course, will prefer to see the American 
yacht victorious in this friendly contest. 
Yet they are well aware that the Sham- 
rock is a worthy competitor, and that 
victory is not to be purchased without 
a severe struggle. And every American 
in the land will be quite satisfied to 
have Sir Thomas Lipton carry the 
America’s cup back with him to Eng- 
land if it shall be demonstrated by the 
race that his is the better yacht. The 
pluckiness of our English brothers in 
contesting for this trophy, year after 
year, is well calculated to excite the 
admiration of all true sportsmen, and 
every generous-hearted American de- 
sires to have them capture the cup—if 
they can win it in fair and open con- 
test. Should the Shamrock succeed in 
capturing the trophy, the interest in 
future contests would be greatly en- 
hanced; for we should certainly not rest 
content to have the America’s cup re- 
main in England, and it would become 
the imperative duty of our yacht build- 
ers to construct a boat which would 
be capable of winning it back. 

It is a matter for general congratula- 
tion on both sides of the water that the 
conditions surrounding the impending. 
contest are so much more satisfactory 
than those of the last preceding race, 
in which Lord Dunraven’s yacht was 
the contestant. The police arrangements 
are much better this year than ever 
before, and the fact that to Capt. Rob- 
ley D. Evans has been intrusted the 
task of keeping the course clear is a 
guaranty that the course will be kept 
clear. It may be noted, moreover, that 
Sir Thomas Lipton is a genuine sports- 
man, and a true gentleman, while Lord 
Dunraven—well, he is not in all respects 
the same sort of man as Sir Thomas.. 

May all be fair in the coming contest, 
and may the best boat win!

“THERE SHALL BE NO FALTERING.” | 


When, in presenting the nation’s 
sword to Admiral Dewey, the Presi- 
dent said: “There was no flaw in your 
victory; there shall be no faltering in 
maintaining it,’’ we read that the vast 
assemblage, which was present to wit- 
ness the ceremony of honoring our 
great sea fighter, cheered the Presi- 
dent's sentiments, as expressed above, 
for several long and interesting min- 
utes. The people of the entire country, 
barring a few insignificant and con- 
temptible exceptions, add their yells 
to those of the people of Washington 
in standing up for the administration! 
The country may be sure that our great 
President meant precisely what he 
said. The magnificent and matchless 
victory won by Admiral Dewey over 
the fleet of Spain on that ever-memor- 
able ist of May, 1898, is not to be made 
an empty victory by our turning tall to 
a force of half-baked and considerably 
more than half-naked natives of the 
Philippine Islands with guns in their 
hands. 

The man who counsels withdraw or 
backdown in the present emergency is 
not a good American, and his counsel 
will not be heeded by the brave and 
able Commander-in-Chief who is guid- 
ing the affairs of the army and navy of 
the United States. The resolute course 
set out upon by our forces in the field 
will be maintained to the end and sup- 
ported by every man and all money 
needed to insure complete success to 
our arms; the restoration of peace in 
the Philippines and the blessings of a 
good government to the peoples of 
those islands, whether those people be 
natives thereof.or whether they be 
those who have taken up their homes 
in that far region, looking to the pro- 
tection they have a right to expect 
from a government which has attained 
sovereignty over its possessions hon- 
estly and legitimately. 

It fs said that when Admiral Dewey 
noted the enthusiasm with which the 
quoted expression of the President was 
received by the tremendous multitude 
he “was pleased beyond measure.” 
This is not to be wondered at. It is 
not likely that a commander who has 
won so splendid a victory as did Dewey 
in Manila Bay should feel other than 
pleasure in the knowledge that his 
countrymen were proud of that victory 
and determined to maintain it without 
the shadow of turning. 

That was a great day when Dewey 
sailed past the frowning guns of Cor- 
regidor Island; swept, in the blushes of 
the rosy dawn, over the sunken mines 
in the harbor and took issue promptly 
and unfalteringly with the enemy 
afloat on the bay and intrenched in 
fortresses upon the shore; and it was 
a great day when the hero of that 
event came-home, and under the dome 
of the nation’s Capitol was presented 
with a sword on behalf of the nation, 
set with jewels and fashioned by the 
cunning of America’s matchless artl- 
sans; but it will be a still greater day 
when peace shall be restored in those 
isles of the tropic sea where Dewey 
fought, and when there is set up in 
those islands a government that will 
mean to the people thereof the utmost 
freedom and manifold blessings of en- 
lightenment and civilization under the 
aegis of that beauteous banner of 
Stripes and Stars that has never 
known defeat. 


COUNCIL WILL STAND FAST. 

The claim of the oil men that there 
are six Councilmen who will assist 
them in breaking through the limits 
heretofore established by the Council 
for Westlake and Sunset parks, Is ab- 
surd upon its face, and is especially 
so in view of the well-known attitude 
of a majority of the Councilmen on 
this question. At least five Councilmen 
are in effect pledged, both by their 
former action and by their freely-ex- 
pressed opinions since, to protect the 
city’s interests by preventing further 
encroachments upon residence terri- 
tory in the vicinity of the parks 
named. Councilmen Silver, Vetter, 
Toll, Baker and Pierce may surely be 
relied upon to oppose any further ag- 
gressions of the oil men. Councilman 
Todd, also, is on record with an an- 
nouncement of his intention to main- 
tain the present line of protection. 

It thus appears that five, and prob- 
ably six, of the Councilmen will stand 
firmly by the former action of the 
Council in maintaining the oil limits 
heretofore decided upon, after mature 
deliberation. It is not possible—or at 
least it is in the last degree improba- 
ble—that these men will deliberately 
go back upon thetr word. They are 
not men who will stultify themselves 
before this community, for they are 
men of their word. But, in the remote 
possibility that such a thing should 
happen, the encroachers would not 
carry their point; for Mayor Eaton 
would promptly veto any ordinance re- 
ducing the present limits. The claims 
of the oil men, therefore, are plainly a 
bluff. which should frighten nobody. 


The New York Tribune points to the 
fact that Edward Atkinson has a 
right to look with loathing and con- 
tempt upon the Tagals of Mindanao, 
who are ready to accept American sov- 
ereignty against harassing, tribes, and 
likewise upon the 1000 Macabebe war- 
riors who stand ready to help the Am r- 
icans to suppress Aguinaldo’s revolt.

LABORED DECISION. 


ARBITRATION COMMISSION WAS 
DIVIDED. 


Justice Brewer Says Each Member 
of the Tribunal Had an Opinion 
of His Own—Believed a 
Verdict Imposaible. 


- -— -- - 


Award Was Reached Only by .Mu- 
tual Concessions—Both Nations 
Can Now Develop Their Ter- 
ritory in Peace. 


London Newepapers Claim a Victory 
or Great Britain—President An- 
drade Expected to Leave for 
Porto Rico. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

PARIS, Oct. 4.—{By Atlantic Cable.) 
A representative of the Associated 
Press this evening had a conversation 
with Justice Brewer of the Supreme 
Court of the United States regarding 
the award of the Anglo-Venezuelan 
Arbitration Tribunal, from which it 
apears that the deliberations of the 
court did not proceed as smoothly and 
with spontaneous unanimity with 
which a perusal of the award would 
lead one to believe. 

Justice. Brewer, in reply to a ques- 
tion, said: “Until the last moment, I 
believed a decision would be quite im- 
possible, and it was by the greatest 
concetration and mutual concessions, 
that a compromise was arrived at. If 
any of us had been asked to have 
given an award, each would have 
given one differing in extent and char- 
acter. The consequence of this was 
that we had to adjust our different 
views, and finally to draw a line run- 
— between what each thought the 

ght. 

Being asked whether political con- 
siderations influenced the award, the 
justice said he could not admit that, 
as such an admission would reflect 
on the judges, but there was no doubt 
that the present insurrection in Vene- 
zuela and the consequent feeling of 
instability weighed to a certain ex- 
tent in the balance. 

In reply to an inquiry as to what 
questions separated the judges, Justice 
Brewer replied: ‘“‘Nearly every point. 
In the first place European lawyers 
don’t look upon the question of prior 
rights, resulting from rights of prior 
covery, in the same way as we do. 
Then the question of the nature of con- 
trol and the extent of the influence 
and relationship with the native races 
and many such matters are not viewed 
in the same manner on either side of 
the Atlantic. In fact, the whole situ- 
ation is not so keenly appreciated by 
Europeans as it is by Americans.”’ 

Replying to a query regarding the 
deliberations within the court, Mr. 
Brewer said that there was, properly 
speaking, no casting of votes. Each 
judge conceded something in_ turn. 
With regard to the proceedings in open 
court, he said, the hearing of argu- 
ments might have been considerably 
curtailed, had the case been heard ex- 
clusively by either an English or an 
American court, but the judges 
thought it prudent to allow counsel full 
liberty in order to make matters 
clearer to the president who, after all, 
was not a lawyer. 

Asked whether, in his own opinion, 
Venezuela was entitled to more than 
she actually received, Justice Brewer, 
after some hesitation, shrugged his 
shoulders and said he would: rather 
say nothing on that subject, and con- 
cluded by remarking, that whatever 
these two parties might think of the 
award, Venezuela received Barima 
Point, which gives her full control of 
the interior of her territory, and Eng- 
land is confirmed in the possession of 
territory in the development of which 
she has spent considerable money and 
energy, but “the principal blessing is 
that the two nations can at least de- 
velop peacefully side by side, large 
tracts of territory which, owing to the 
previous antagonism have remained 
unproductive.” 


COMPROMISE VERDICT. 


Both Nations Gain Important Points 
by the Award. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Oct. 4.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says: 

“Neither Great Britain nor Vene- 
zuela has won a complete victory be- 
fore the Paris arbitration tribunal. Of 
the territory included between the ex- 
treme eastern line claimed by Vene- 
zuela and the extreme western line 
claimed by Great Britain, the major 
part has been awarded to the latter 
country. 

“Venezuela has gained two important 
points for which she contended. She 
is confirmed in the complete control 
of the mouth of the Orinoco River, and 
the rich gold fields on the Yarurari 
River and its tributaries are decided 
to be on the Venezuelan side of the line. 

“Great Britain, on the other hand, is 
given the coast line from the mouth 
of the Essiquibo River to Playa Point, 
within fifteen miles of Barima Point on 
the east side of the main mouth of the 
Orinoco. She is also confirmed in the 
possession of the Essiquibo River and 
of the Cuyunito, the point at which 
the Wenamur River flows into it. Un- 
less valuable mineral deposits may be 
developed in the mountainous country 
south of the Cuyuni, the most valu- 
able parts of the territory award justi- 
fies Great Britain's diplomatic conten- 
tions, in so far as it finds that the true 
boundary, while it falls far short of 
the extreme British claim. 

“Sefior Augusto Pulido, charge 
d'affaires of the Venezuelan legation, 
said that Venezuela having submitted 
the question to arbitration would un- 


\doubtedly be satisfied with the result. 


He pointed out that, while it had been 
decided that Venezuela’s claim to the 
Essiquibo and the Cuyuni rivers was 
not well founded, his country had been 


confirmed in the complete possession 
‘of the mouth of the Orinoco and the 


entire valley of the Curcoma and Yaru- 
rari and the various tributaries.”

LONDON, Oct. 4.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.]

Anglo-Venesuela Decision No Proof 
of Ite Practicability.

LONDON, Oct. 4.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.]. The awards of the Anglo-Vene- 
zuelan Boundary Arbitration Commsis- 
sion are regarded by the afternoon 
papers as eminently satisfactory from 
the English point of view, but as hardly 
a proof of the practicability of uni- 
versal arbitration. 

CLEVELAND'S MISTAKE.

LONDON, Oct. 4—The Morning Post 
in commenting on the Venezuelan 
award, expresses the opinion that the 
matter does not altogether justify the 
principle of arbitration, especially the 
intervention of third parties to impose 
arbitration, and concludes:

ANDRADE MAY FLEE. 


Report That He Regards Defeat by 
Insurgents Certain. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.} 


NEW YORK, Oct. 4.—A cable dis- 
patch has been received in this city 
from Caracas to the effect that Presi- 
dent Ignacio Andrade has engaged pas- 
sage for himself and family on the 
Red D line steamer Philadelphia, 
which leaves La Guayara on October 
10 for Ponce, Porto Rico and New 
York. It is generally believed he will 
go to Ponce. , 

If this dispatch is authentic, it 
means that President Andrade regards 
himself defeated by the insurgents un- 
der Gen. Cipriano Castro, and will. 
leave the country to save himself. 
Latest advices received here say that 
Gen. Castro and his advance guard is 
at El Valle, which is only three miles 
from Caracas. Gen. Castro, however, 
has declared against entering the cap- 
ital, as a battle there would entall the 
loss of the lives of many disinterested 
persons. He wished, therefore, to en- 
gage the government troops just out- 
side the city. The latter, however, 
show no disposition to meet the rebels 
in a decisive battle. 

The revolutionary forces have heen 
augmented by the followers of Gen. 
José Manuel Hernandez, who is now 
in prison in Caracas. Thus far the 
latter have fought independently of the 
Castro forces. Gen. Samuel Acosta, one 
of Gen. Hernandez’s leading officers, 
has been appointed military Governor 
of the State of Carababo, which has 
fallen into rebel hands. Gen. Acosta 
is the person: who killed President 
Crespo in battle. 

There are now said to be nearly two 
thousand political prisoners in Caracas. 
The news of insurgent success, it 1s as- 
serted, has done injury to the credit of 
the present government. A local firm 
received a cable order last week from 
the Venezuelan government for 300 
rifles, 100,000 cartridges and one Hotch- 
The firm, it is de- 
clared, refused to make the shipment 
unless they received pay before deliv- 
ery. 


DETROIT AT LA GUAYARA. 


Commander Hemphill Sends News of 
an Armistice. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 4—The Navy 
Department today received the follow- 
ing dispatch from Capt. Hemphill, 

commanding the cruiser Detroit: 

GUAYARA, Oct. 4.—Detroit ar- 
rived today. Armistice of five days, 
pending conference between insurgents 
and government. Detroit will leave 
October 5 for Puerto Cabello, with the 
United States Minister, to learn the 
result from government representa- 
tives.” 

THE CARTER HEARING. 
Decision on Writ Reserved and the. 
Captain Remanded. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Oct. 4.—Oberlin M. 
Carter, the former engineer captain, 
who is under sentence on a charge of 
conspiracy to defraud the government, 
was taken from Governor's Isiand to 
the United States Circuit Court on a 
writ of habeas corpus on his behalf 
obtained last Monday. Judge Lacombe 
was on the bench. The army was rep- 
resented at the hearing by John W. 
Clous, Judge-Advocate-General of the 
Department of the East; Col. G. B. 
Davis, of the Judge-Advocate-Gener- 
al’s office, and Gen. Burkett, United 
States District Attorney. Capt. Carter 
was represented by Abram J. Rose and 
L. I. Kellogg. 

Mr. Rose, in opening for his client, 
said’ there was no contention that the 
court-martial which had tried the 
charges against Carter had acted il- 
legally in its findings in the charges. 
The sentence, however, it was claimed, 
was in excess, and the court had acted 
beyond its jurisdiction and contrary 
to law. 

Col. Clous, in reply, held that action 
of a court-martial cannot be reviewed 
by any civil court. He added that 
the court-martial had power to fix the 
sentence, and in the exercises of such 
power the court had the authority to 
impose a fine and sentence of imprison- 
ment, and dismiss him from the army. 

Counsel submitted briefs. Judge La- 
combe reserved decision on the writ, 
and ordered Capt. Carter back into 
the custody of Capt. Roberts of Gov- 
ernor’s Island.

SAN PEDRO HARBOR. | 


UNSATISFACTORY PROGRESS MADE 
BY THE CONTRACTORS. - 


Capt. Meyler Informs Them That 
Uniews Material Improvement is 
Shown in the Near Future They 
May Forfeit Their Contract. 


There is a probability that consid- 
erable delay on the San Pedro Harbor 
work may be occasioned by the inabii- 
ity of the contractors to fulfill the 
terms of their agreement. The work 
has been progressing in an unsatis- 
factory way for several months, until 
it has reached a point where Capt. J. 
J. Meyler, Corps of Engineers, the gov- 
ernment officer in charge of the im- 
provement, has sent the contractors 
word that unless a material improve- 
ment is shown in the progress of 
the work in the near future it will be 
incumbent upon the government to 
declare the contract forfeited. 

The specifications call for the de- 
livery of 2000 tons of rock a day upon 
the breakwater, and yet the records 
show that only 9000 tons of rock were 
delivered during the month of Septem- 
ber. The contractors have had numer- 
ous obstacles to contend with in the 
way of obtaining »ock from the quar- 
ries fit for harbor purposes, the secur- 
ing of barges for transportation, etc., 
but even making a liberal allowance 
for these difficulties, the progress 
made is very unsatisfactory to Capt. 
Meyler. 

The contractors claim on their part 
that they have been proceeding in 
perfect good faith, and that if shown 
a little more indulgence .they will 
bring the work to a satisfactory com- 
pletion. Two tunnels, ag sregating 
nearly 300 feet, are nearly finished at 
the Catalina quarries, and will be 
shot within a few days. The con- 
tractors, express the opinion that this 
big blast will show up the quitrries 
in much better shape, and enable them 
to make more satisfactory prog.'ess 
with the harbor work. 

In the event the contractors should 
find themselves unable to complete thi? 
work, a considerable delay would be 
caused. It would be necessary to re~ 
advertise for proposals, and to take 
the other steps preliminary to award- 
ing a new contract. 

e contractors who now have the 
work in hand have spent nearly $200,- 
000 on improvements, and have up an 
indemnity bond to the governmient of

burg. 


A solution of the difficulty was 
reached early in the afternoon session, 
when a résolution was adopted declar- 
ing it the earnest hope of the conven- 
tion that a peaceful solution of the 
difficulties between the Transvaal and 
Great Britain might be reached.

RESTS FROM ITS LABORS. 


Ceunty School Board Through With 
Examination Papers. 

The County Board of Education has 
at last concluded the work of review- 
ing examination papers, and will now 
rest from its labors unless some other 
excuse can be invented for continuing 
the session and drawing salaries and 
mileage. In the absence of such an 
excuse it is probable the school board 
will remain adjourned to some time 
about December 1, when the work of 
preparing teachers’ examination ques- 
tions will begin. Luther Brown, chalr- 
man of the board, stated yesterday 
that meantime only irregular ses- 
sions would be held, probably four or 
five times a month.

SERENITY TO BE BROKEN BY 
THE OIL CONTEST. 


Counciimen Importuned by Wild- 
ecatters—Fire Commission Trans- 
acts Routine BRusiness—Poor 
Vaccine Makes Trouble. 


Gheriff’s Eqorts to Extradite Puebla 
from Mexico Show That the 
Marderer is Protected Un- 
der New Treaty. 


Murder Trial—Skinner Dam- 
age Suit—Mr. Grose Says Horrid 
Things About State Ineane 
Asylum. 


All is serene at the City Hall, but 


the wild-catters and the oil speculators | 


who seek to invade the Westlake Park 
region, are quietly working to induce 
the Council to grant another conces- 
Sion. It is the calm that precedes the 
Storm and the contest will be begun 
im earnest before the Fire and Water 
Committee tomorrow morning. The 
residents are fighting to save their 
homes and the speculators for the right 
to place as many derricks as possible 
inside of the present interdicted terri- 
tory. The fight will not reach the 
Council until Monday. when the Fire 
and Water Committee will present its 
report. If Councilman Pierce and the 
Other Aldermen who declared them- 
selves opposed to a further reduction 
of the limit when the last concession 
Was made, stand true to their word, 
the schemes of the wild-catters will 
fail. 

President Silver thinks that if the 
Speculators have the right on their 
Side, as they say, now is the time for 
them to prove it in the courts. The 
“fine Italian hand" has been employed 
in working up the schemes of the 
Speculators, and little information has 
been obtainable, but the ostensible 
@im of these men at last comes 
light in the form of a petition to the 
Council, asking for a strip of land 
somewhat larg than that § included 
in the communftation from the Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, which was on Monday referred to 
the Fire and Water Committee. 

The regular meeting of the Fire Com- 
mission yesterday morning was 
largely devoted to the transaction of 
routine business. The improvements 
that are being made in the depart- 
ment, and the extensive repairs on fire 
engines displaced by the five new ones 
recently purchased by the city, were 
Giscussed. Twelve new horses for the 
Service were ordered purchased, in or- 
Ger that they may be trained before 
the new engine-houses are finished 
and the engines ready to be installed. 
Old Charley, a veteran horse in the 
Gaepartment, forestalled execution by 
dying. 

Health Officer Powers is much both- 
ered by the failure of a large per cent. 
of the vaccinations made on school 
children, and imputes the condition to 
the poor quality of virus that is sup- 
plied him by local druggists. 

In endeavoring to procure extradition 
papers for Juan Puebla, now in Mex-

President Silver opposed the previous 
concession and will maintain their firm 
stand in defense of the homes in the 
west end again this time. Some of 
the other members of the Council have 
placed themselves on record as .being 
oposed to any further reduction of 
the limit. Should the Mayor veto the 
ordinance when it comes before him, 
as he has said he will do, and any 
one of the men who voted for the 
previous reduetion.stands by his word 
to oppose further invasion of the inter- 
dicted. territory, it would be impos- 
sible for any such ordinance to pass 
the Council, as it requires six votes to 
pass it over the Mayor's veto. 

President Silver said yesterday: 

“The oil men have come to me and 
urged that if we do not grant what they 
want, they will go to law and knock out 
the ordinance in the courts. That argu- 
ment has been used before, but those 
who are so confident that they have the 
right of the matter on their side have 
not yet proved it at law, and do not 
seem anxious to submit the issue to the 
courts. If it is ‘true that the ordinance 
is unconstitutional and unjust as they 
claim, let them take the present dis- 
pute into the courts and settle it there. 
Then if they have the right to drill 
anywhere in the city we shall all know 
it and be prepared. If the fine resi- 
dences on Figueroa street and in other 
parts of the city cannot be protected by 
, law, it is no more than right that the 
_fact be known, and the sooner the bet- 
ter.”’ 

The proposition made by the Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Association 
and embodied tn a petition presented to 
the Council last Monday does not seem 
to meet with the favor of either the oil 
Speculators or the property-owners in 
the vicinity. The latter want no 
change, while the former are trying to 
get as much as possible. It has been 
impossible until yesterday to get any 
concise statement from the oil men as 
_to what they really wanted, and it is 
doubtful of they had outlined their re- 
quest, fearing that if they asked too 

much, they would not get anything. 

The temper of the Council has been 
| carefully tested by the oil schemers, 
,and the following petition which ap- 
| peared late yesterday afternoon prob- 
ably represents the size of the conces- 
— that they hope to obtain at this 
time: 

“Concerning the suggestions made by 
the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation to your committee for a 
change of the dead-line district around 
Sunset Park, we would respectfully 
ask your honorable body to give us, if 
any change is made at all, the follow- 
ing description, instead of the one out- 
lined by the Merchants’ and Manufac- 
turers’ Association. This description 
will eliminate from the park limits for 
oil-well boring all of our territory, 
which is remote from Westlake Park 
and worthless for anything beyond the 
oil products that it may give, and we 
would ask you to correct the limits to 
read thus: 

“Commencing at a point as defined 
by the present ordinance where the 
seventy-five foot line north of Sixth 
street intersects Hoover street: thence 
south on the east line of Hoover street 
to the southeast corner of Sixth and 
| Hoover streets; thence southwesterly to 
the northeast corner of block 25 of the 
University addition; thence southwest- 
erly and along the northwesterly line 
of Sunset Park to the southwest cor- 
ner of lot 20 in said block 25; thence, 
westerly along the southerly line of lot 
20 to the easterly line of Commonwealth 
avenue; thence south on the east side of 
Commonwealth avenue to Seventh 
street, continuing the line south in the 
Same direction to the intersection of 
the 1600-foot line from Westlake Park, 
as described in the ordinance, where it 
intersects the same line near Ninth 
Street, thus protecting Westlake Park 
and surrounding residence property to 
rod south and west more than 1600 

eet.”’ 

Police Commissioner Parker said yes- 
terday that he had no intention of 
stopping work on his wells, as he be- 
lieved the present ordinance was a 
rank injustice. The city officials have 
not yet stirred themselves in the mat- 
ter, and no warrant for Parker's ar- 
rest has been issued. The two well- 
drillers, against whom Oil Inspector 
Monlux swore to a complaint on Tues- 
day, yesterday came to the Police Sta- 
tion and gave themselves up. They 
were immediately released. 


FIRE COMMISSION. 

Fire Apparatus Being Repaired, 
Rontine Business Transacted. 
When the five new fire engines were 
purchased by thecity, some of the old 
apparatus was sadly in need of an 
overhauling. The new engines were 
at once installed and the machines 
displaced were ordered stored by the 
Fire Commission. They are now being 
repaired and put in first-class shape, 
that they may be in readiness to go 
into the new engine-houses, which are 
now being built. When these engines 
have been installed, there will be thir- 
teen at the disposal of the depart- 
ment, and in the opinion of the com- 
missioners, tha old engines will be 
just as good as they ever were. They 
will not only be repainted and pol- 
ished, but every piece of the mechan- 
ism will be refitted and cleaned. The 
object in putting them into the new 
engine houses in the outskirts is to 
reserve the new engines for service in 

the business center. 

New horses and new sets of harness 
will be required, and yesterday the 
Fire Commission approved requisitions 
for the purchase of twelve horses at 
$125 each, and six sets of harness, 
costing $470. Other requisitions were 
approved, the total amounting to 
$3215.60. The horses are bought at this 
time as it takes quite a while to train 
them to their new duties. 

A rather pathetic incident was re- 
ported by the Chief with regard to a 
horse known to the department by the 
name of Charley. The horse was old 
and unfit for service, and after six- 
teen years of service in running to 
fires had been turned out to’ pasture. 
As there was no possible chance of 
_ the animal being of any further use 
| to the department, and as he could 
_not be sold, the Chief reported at the 
last meeting that he had better be 
shot, which was ordered done. When 
the man charged with this duty went 
to the pasture the following morning 
he found Charley dead at the water- 
ing trough, the indications being that 
'the horse had died shortly after the 
_commission had ordered his execution. 

The Chief reported regarding the re- 
cent unsatisfactory test of the “Key- 
stone” brand of hose manufactured by 
the New York Packing and Belting 
Company, and the fact was brought 
out that the same kind of hose under 
different guises had been before the 
city authorities on six previous occa- 
sions. 

Six alarms of fire were turned in 
during the week, the aggregate loss 
being $1510. There was only one fire 
_of consequence, which resulted in the 
destruction of a cottage on Thirty- 
seventh street, entailing a loss of $1500. 
Peck & Co. reported an unpaid bill 
against George Olpherts for whisky, 
claret and beer, amounting to $7.40. 
The matter was referréd to the Chief. 
. The Cremation Society of Southern 
California petitioned for the right to 
erect a  five-horse-power boiler at 
Rosedale Cemetery. 


Demands amounting to $3000.02 were 
approved. 


POOR QUALITY OF VACCINE. 


The Health Officer’s Patience 
Nearly Exhausted. 

Health Officcr Powers, who has given 
his services gratuitously for the vac- 
cination of school children, is 
oughly disgusted with the poor quality 
of vaccine that is furnished him by the 
loeal druggists. Sometimes as many 
seventy-five children are  vac-

very considerable call on the time of 
the Health Officer. Of those treated 
thus far, less than 10 per cent. have 
been successfully vaccinated, and the 
fault, according to Dr. Powers, lies 
in the fact that he is unable to get 
fresh vaccine. 

The State law regulating vaccina-’ 
tion requires that all school children 
shall be vaccinated before entering the 
public schools, and the fact that so 
few of the’ vaccinations are success- 
ful not only. bothers the parents who 
are obliged to have their children 
treated again and again, but also 
creates a heavy drain on Health OMm- 
cer Powers and his staff of assistants. 

Most of those who are now bringing 
their children to the office to be vac- 
cinated are opposed to the law, and 
have put off the evil:day, as they view 
it, until the last moment. All those 
who have a complaint to make against 
the existine conditions unburden 
themselves to the Health Officer, who, 
while in no sense responsible for the 
present law, is regarded by most of 
the “kickers” as an official target at 
whom they may speed their shafts of 
anger. This continual protest is wear- 
ing on the nerves, and the health of- 
fice finds it hard enough to stand 
when the individual is only obliged to 
call once. When the vaccination fails 
to be successful the first time, and 
those who are opposed to the _ treat- 
ment On general grounds, have to ap- 
pear once, or perhaps twice, again be- 
fore the scar will take, there is usually 
a spirited dissertation in store for the 
Health Officer on the demerits of the 
System in general, and the local re- 
quirements in particular. 

“Those druggists can tell me until 
I grow gray,” said Dr. Powers yester- 
day, “that their vaccine is fresh from 
the farm, and I will not believe them 
so long as it has no more effect on 
the arm than most of the stuff that 
has been sent here lately. I have 
used 500 or 600 points and tubes during 
the last few weeks, and less than 10 
per cent. of that number have had 
any effect. We are getting pretty 
tired of this sort of thing, and I shall 
insist on getting fresh virus here- 
after.” 

There are not quite. so many calls 
for vaccination now as there were a 
few days ago, but the health office is 
still kept busy with the children. 
Tuesday there were sixty or more vac- 
cinated, and yesterday about forty ap- 
plied. No exact record is kept of the 
daily vaccinations, for the reason that 
so many who come to the office have 
already been treated, and there is no 
necessity to take the names. ; 


Petition Filed. 

E. W. Hewitt yesterday filed a pe- 
tition with the City Clerk for a water 
franchise at Highland Park. The pe- 
tition, which purports to be signed by 
sixteen residents of Highland Park, re- 
cites that the water supplied by the 
present system is filthy and dangerous 
to health, and that the petitioners are 
forced to buy water for domestic use 
from Hewitt at the present time: The 
water, which is from what is known 
as the Hewitt Pure Water System, was 
first developed by M. L. Wicks. 

The petition asks that a franchise be 
granted for fifty years, reserving to 
the city the right to acquire the plant 
at any time by purchase. The petition 
suggests that a price not to exceed 40 
cents per foot for the three and four- 
inch pipe& be named in the franchise. 
The petitioner agrees to covenant that 
no pipe will be laid larger than four 
inches in diameter, and that all cis- 
terns and reservoirs will be kept con- 
tinually clean. The pipe of this sys- 
tem has already been laid to the High-. 
land Park schoothouse and the petition 
says that it is the intention of Mr. 
Hewitt, if granted the franchise, to 
lay a general’ system of water pipe. 


Supreme Court Appealed To. 


The Crystal Springs Land and Water. 


Company and S. G. Murphy have ap- 
pealed the case between them and the 
city of Los Angeles to the Supreme 
Court of the United States for a 
final hearing.

MURDERERS PROTECTED. 


NEW MEXICAN TREATY SHIELDS 
PUEBLA, DUNHAM AND OTHERS. 


Sheriff's Efforts to Extradite a Santa 
Monica Murdcrer Show the Ab- 
rogation of the Old Treaty to 
Be a Boon to Criminals. 


A gang of. escaped murderers and 
criminals from the United States who 
are now infesting Mexico and Lower 
California are singing vociferous 
paeans of praise to our new treaty 
with the sister republic to the south. 
Under its terms only those offenses 
committed since January 24, 1899, are 
extraditable. This new extradition 
treaty with Mexico was dated February 
22, 1899, by which the former treaty 
was abrogated, and protects all crim- 
inals whose offenses were committed 
prior to January 24. 

his new condition of affairs was 
brought to point by a letter from W. I. 
Foley some time since in response “to 
Sheriff Hammel’s application for the 
extradition of Juan Puebla, now in- 
carcerated at Ensenada, Lower Cali- 
fornia, who is wanted in this county 
for the cold-blooded murder of Garcia 
in Santa Monica Cafion, August 13, 
1898. The actual working of the new 
treaty was not fully realized before. 
As soon as Puebla, therefore, has con- 
cluded his sentence in the Ensenada 
jail for some petty misdemeanor, he 
will be discharged, free from the fear 
of extradition. 

While Dist.-Atty. Rives concurred 
with the Governor’s views of the law 
as to the abrogation of the treaty of 
1862, he was of the opinion that the 
new treaty did not prevent the sur- 
render by the Mexican government of 
Puebla, provided the Governor would 
make a request. Sheriff Hammel then 
talked with Gen. Andrade, Mexico's 
representative here, and he was of the 
opinion that the Mexican government 
would surrender the Santa Monica 
murderer under the circumstances, if 
a requisition were made. 

These facts were written to the Gov- 
ernor, but his reply was to the effect 
that the abrogation of the treaty nec- 
essarily prevented official action, and 
that any act which might be taken by 
him outside of the treaty would be the 
act of a private citizen. 

Feeling that the ends of justice 
would be defeated if Puebla were not 
returned for trial, Sheriff Hammel 
wired to the Secretary of State, Hon. 
John Hay, at. Washington, asking if 
the new treaty did not contain a sav- 
ing clause, or if the department could 
not ask for the surrender of the mur- 
derer. But the telegram received in 
response yesterday was in the negative 
and exceedingly brief. 

“By terms of treaty with Mexico ex- 
tradition can be had only for offenses 
committed since January 24 last,” was 
the Secretary’s reply. 

The highest authority had been ap- 
pealed to, and at last the pursuit of 
Puebla had to be abandoned. He can 
live protected now, as long as he shall 
keep under control the wellnigh in- 
domitable desire of most criminals to 
visit the scenes of their crimes.

THE MURDER TRIAL. 


Frank Duarte’s Case Still on in De- 
partment One. 

The trial of Frank Duarte, charged 
with the murder:-of Edward Lopez, still 
proceeds. Scarcely anything of inter- 
est transpired yesterday, other than the 
testimony of Duarte himself. It was 
somewhat laborious, but finally dis- 
closed the proverbial woman who: js al- 
ways in the case. ~ 

Duarte anticipated his début on the. 
stand in the afternoon by appearing in 
a new black worsted frock’ coat, the 
long tails of which hung down: below’: 
his knees and contrasted a pair of old 
dirty trousers of the color of @ yellow 
cat. The coat sat high up on his neck, 


and almost completely hid a black shirt 
and a soiled string necktie of whNé- 
He has one good eye, and a very a. 
minutive mustache. Two or three 
hairs of the latter were twisted until 
their ends were frayed. During his tes- 
timony Duarte stated that on June 26 
he and Lopez had met about a mile this 
side of Monrovia, where the latter had 
drawn a shotgun on him with dire 
threats to kill. But Duarte scamp- 
ered away with great alacrity. They 
werehaving mutual hard feelings over 
a certain little Mexican girl named 
Francesca Ramerez, now at Monrovia. 
They both loved the girl, and Lopez had 
told Duarte to keep away from her. 

On July 4 the two boys met again 
near Baldwin's wine warehouse at 
Santa Anita. No unfriendly words 
were passed until about a half mile 
further on, at the house of Manuel Pe- 
rez, where Lopez began on the vexed 
subject of the Ramerez girl. He made 
a rush at Duarte with some stinging 
epithet and a threat, whereupon the 
latter backed away. Lopez then picked 
up a brick and hit him on the head, 
knocking him to the ground, and then 
with some sort of a knife jabbed Duarte 
in the legs, while he lay kicking his 
heels in the air. Then the fatal shot 
was fired, and Perez rushed out and 
disarmed the slayer. Such is the story 
of self-defense as Duarte told it yes- 
terday afternoon. 

After the case was partly argued the 
matter was continued until 10 o’clock 
this morning. 


MAY BE DISCHARGED. 


Henry Simon, Charged With Rape, 
in Court on Habeas Corp ™. 

Henry E. Simon the Aliso-street bar- 
ber recently bound over to the Superior 
Court to answer to a charge of rape, 
was arraigned in Department One yes- 
terday on habeas corpus proceedings.

By reason of the alleged brutal treat- 
ment to which he was subjected and 
the sufferings endured, Gross believes 
the maintenance given him at the hos- 
pital was not worth any amount what- 
ever.

ENDING OF DAISY PRUSHAW’S LIFE 
IN A BURNING HOUSE. 


Her Dead Body Found in the Burned 
House—Address by Hon. John 


Barrett—Fire in a Restaurant.j 


Human Puzzle Solved, 


PASADENA, Oct. 4—{Regular 


respondence.] Daisy Prushaw lies in 
the morgue. ‘There is no longet any 
doubt as to what became of the young 
Woman in whose h&mds the kerosene 
lamp exploded Kensington Place 
last night. At 7 o'clock this morning, 
Lotus Rogers, a fifteen-year-old girl, 
daughter of a neighbor, visited the 
burned house, to see if she could find 
@ pair of shoes belonging to little 
Cecile Gifford, Mrs. Prushaw’s grand- 
daughter. Climbing up a ladder into a 
partly-burned back room in the second 
story, the girl looked through a trunk 
and examined a scorched bed. Partly 
under the bed and near the window, 
she saw ’'what at first seemed a con- 
fused heap of clothing. An instant 
later she made out a ghastly face and 
a pallid hand. To her horror, she reali- 
ized that it was the form of Dalsy 
Prushaw. She fainted and Was Ccar- 

ed out of the house by men who were 
ollowing in the seareh. This is how 
the missing young Woman was found, 
after the firemen had insisted that 
they made a thorough exploration of 
the house last night, and that_ they 
were sure it did not contain Daisy 
Prushaw’s body. The young woman 
was suffocated. It is not improbable 
that if aid had been sent at the early 
stages of the fire, she might have 

n saved. 

The body lay within a foot of the 
south window. Apparently she had at- 
tempted to reach the window and had 
fallen just short of it.. Her clothing 
was sHghtiy burned. There are scars 
on her hand and face. The supposi- 
tion is that she became completely 
confused when the lamp exploded, and 
perhaps fainted. She was gay in her 


‘habits, end it is known that she had 


gg returned from a celebration with 

a young man, in which they had vis- 
ited several drinking places, that aft- 
ernoon. This fact throws a light on 
the strangeness of her behavior. 

The Coroner held an inquest this aft- 
ernoon, when the story of her festivity 
was brought out, though the Coroner 


‘thought it needless to dig into the 


matter very much. Eugene Howard 
testified that at 2:30 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, he and Daisy Prushaw drove 
to Monrovia and back in a buggy and 
returned at 8 o'clock last evening, just 
about an hour before the fatality. He 
said they stopped at several drinking 
shops on the road and drank liquors. 
He did not think a 4 was intoxi- 
cated, however, although on previous 
occasions he had seen her in that con- 
dition. 

Myron Hill was called and testified 
that he was passing Miss Prushaw’s 
house about 8:30 o’clock last evening, 
and saw her on the porch. She asked 
him to come up and he did so. Her 
hair was in confusion, and she looked 


as if she had been asleep. Pretty soon 


she arose and went up stairs. Soon 
he heard a noise a& if something had 
dropped, and saw a fire." 
stairs da called, but got no response, 
He cou not see her through the 
flames and smoke, but thought she had 
escaped through a window. 

Members of the family were called, 
but could give no light on the case. 
The jury brought in a verdiet that 
deceased came to her death from suf- 
focation. The girl’s mother is com- 
pletely prostrated by the double mis- 
fortune which has come upon her. 
The daughter was 23 years old. She 
had on a red lawn dress trimmed with 
white lace. The funeral will be held 
at 2 o’clock Thursday afternoon. 

Daisy Prushaw is described by her 
friends as a talented and accomplished 
girl, an exceVYent musician, a fine con- 
versationalist and a general favorite, 
of quiet and well-bred manners when 
not under the influence of liquor, for 
which she had an unfortunate liking. 

‘BARRETT’S HIT. 

Hon. John Barrett, ex-Minister .to 
Siam, whospoke in Los Angeles Monday 
evening, visited Pasadena today and 
was entertained by the Board of Trade. 
This evening he addressed a large au- 
dienee of ladies and gentlemen in the 


Tabernacle and made a decided hit. A 

great American flag hung behind him, 
ehi e the directors of the Board of 
Trade occupied seats on the platform. 
The president of the board, C. D. Dag- 
gett, introduced the distinguished 
speaker. 

Mr. Barrett was surprised at the 
large turnout and said it was a sig- 
nificant meeting. He turned a happy 
compliment to the town in spe of 
the many cities in which ores are: 
sented his subject, beginning with 
London, proceeding across the conti- 
nent to San Francisco and Los Ange- 
les, and now reaching Pasadena—“in 
an always ascending scale, you see.”’ 
He earnestly declared that we of the 
United States are at the turning of the 
ways. We must decide now whether 


‘we shall seize the most magnificent op- 


portunity for development this coun- 
try ever had, or ignore it and abandon 
it to others. And we are looking out 
on the great Pacific for the realization 
of this glorious destiny. If we falter 
now, we shall falter forever. If we ap- 
preciate our opportunities, the .com- 
merce of the Pacific Coast will expand 
enormously and all our cities, Pasa- 
dena inciuded, will share the benefits. 
The speaker dwelt on the necessity of 
impressing the importance of the crisis 
on Congress; and ‘his avowal that 
“there nitst Be no Gelay in the con- 
struction of the Nicaragua, Canal,” 
evoked loud applause. He said he was 
surprised to see how fast the interest 
in this matter is growing, and he ap- 
pealed to all Californians to unite with 
Oregon and Washington in a unani- 
mous ‘demonstration of public senti- 
ment to further the expansion of Amer- 

nism across the Pacific. On those 
other Pacific shores, he said, there 
are 500,000,000 people, who must not only 
be fed and. clothed, but taught and led. 

e must go out and meet them and 
lead them in commerce and govern- 
ment. The responsibility is ours. Then, 
over there, we must remember there 
are 5000 miles of coast, where today 
you find a livelier commercial activity 
than upon our own shores. 

Mr. Barrett appealed to his auditors 
to think of the Orient not as the abode 
of the “heathen Chinee,”’ but as the 
home of peoples whose _ civilization 
antedates ours and who have grander 
things in store for us than we dream 
of. He opened people’s eyes with his 
glowing description of the awakening 
of 4: amd the statesmanship of her 
King. He gave very interesting and sig- 
nificant details as to the possibilities 
of trade and culture in Japan, Korea,

REDONDO. 
Improvement Bond Estimates—Post- 
office Receipts—Tax Rate. 
REDONDO, Oct. 4.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The Citizens’ Commit- 
tee which is investigating the matter 
of proposed city improvements, has 
employed L. Friel of Los Angeles to 
make surveys and. prepare estimates 
of cost. The committee has in mind 
about four miles of streets. It is in- 
tended that the surveys shall be suffi- 
cient so that grades may be officially 
established without further field work, 
and that estimates may be made on 
the laying of sidewalks and curbs and 
for some grading. The survey is also 
to embrace the procurement of pre- 
liminary data for a sewer system. The 
expense of the survey has been au- 
thorized by the City Trustees. When 
Friel’s report is presented to § the 
citizens’ committee that body is to use 
it as a basis of a recommendation to 
the City Trustees, advising the board 
as to the calling of a bond election 
and the amounts of bond issues to be 

submitted at the election. 

The purpose of the contemplated 
improvements is declared to be to pro- 
vide attractions such as will add to 
the town’s power of drawing and hold- 
ing the summer and winter colonists. 
Besides the street-improvement propo- 
sitions, the acquirement of a_ City 
Hall is under consideration. With 
City Hall bonds included, sentiment 
appears to be generally in favor of 
keeping the total issues of bonds un- 
der $15,000, or, without the City. Hall, 
under $10,000. The total city assess- 
ment this year fs $275,275. If $15,000 
worth of forty-year 5 per cent. bonds 
was voted the first year’s payment, to 
be raised by taxation, would include 
one-fortieth of the principal, or $375, 
and 5 per cent. of the whole amount 
or $750, making a total of $1125. That 
would be covered by an additional tax 
of a trifle over,40 cents on $100 of 
assessed valuation. The second year’s 
payment would include interest on only 
thirty-nine-fortieths of the principal, 
the third on thirty-eightfortieths, and 
s0 on. If bonds were issued for a 
sum less than $15,000, the required 
annual paymehts would be proportion- 
ally smaller. On the $15,000 basis the 
owner of a property assessed at $600 
would have to pay $2.45 extra tax on 
account of the bonds the first year. 
His extra tax payments on account 
of the bonds would diminish from year 
to year, until the whole amount was 
paid. Owners of properties assessed 
at higher or lower values would have 
to pay in proportion.

SITE FOR THE CARNEGIE LIBRARY 
BUILDING SELECTED. 


Hazzard Piece Chosen and Giving 
General Satisfaction—Address of 
Hon. John Barrett—Suaccessor of 
the Belgian King. 


SAN DIEGO, Oct. 4.—[Regular Corre- 
#pondence.] The trustees of the San 
Diego Public Library met yesterday 
morning fur the special purpose of con- 
sidering offers and deciding upon a 
proper site for the $60,000 public library 
building Andrew Carnegie has offered 
to erect at San Diego, if the city will 
provide a suitable site. Having con- 
sidered various offers, the trustees de- 
cided upon the property known as the 
Hazzard site, which consists of the 
south half of block 47 of Horton's ad- 
dition. bounded by E, Eighth and Ninth 
streéts, with a 200-foot frontage on E 
street, and 160 feet each on Bighth and 
Ninth streets. This half block costs 
$17,000. The city is to raise $10,000 by 
the sale of one of the city’s half lots, 
and the remaining $7000 necessary to 
complete the purchase of the Hazzard 
site is to be raised by. subscription or 
otherwise in the next thirty days. This 
selection is giving general satisfaction 
to the people of San Diego. 

HON: JOHN BARRETT’S LECTURE. 

Hon. John Barrett, ex-Minister to 
Siam, arrived in San Diego yesterday , 
noon, and was met by President Mars- 
ton of the Chamber of Commerce. Dur- 
ing the afternoon U. 8. Grant accom- 
panied Mr. Barrett in a drive about the 
city. Coronado was also visited. A 
crowded house greeted Mr. Barrett in 
the evening, and heard his address on 
the possibilities of American commerce 
in the Far Bast. The speaker touched 
upon various leading topics of the day, 
including the value of the Philippines 
to the United States, and the unde- 
veloped resources of China and Japan.

A HEARTY RECEPTION TENDERED 
CAPT. AND MRS. DISS. 


Commanding Officer of Battery PD 
Takes Occasion to Correct an 
Erroneous Idea—Speeches and 
Good Cheer—City Affairs. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Oct. 4.—[Regu- 
lar Correspondence.] Capt. J. W. F. 
Diss of Battery D, and Mrs. Diss were 
tendered a reception last evening at 
the Arrowhead club rooms, which were 
thronged for several hours with people 
who came to pay their respects to the 
veterans, who had spent a year in 
Luzon. There were clusters of roses 
here and there, and an orchestra dis- 
coursed sweet music in,the rear bil- 
Hiard room, where punch was served. 
The reception was entirely informal, 
there being no programme of any sort. 

By 10 o’clock the club rooms were 
deserted, and shortly after, about fifty 
gentiemen friends of Capt. Diss sat 
down to a banquet at the Stewart. 
Pictures of the President and Admiral 
Dewey occupied places on the wall, 
and the Stars and Stripes were much 
in evidence. Judge F. F. Oster acted 
as toastmaster, B. F. Bledsoe, Esq., 
responded to the toast “Our Honored 
Guest.” Capt. Diss’s response was of 
particular interest. He said in part: 

“IT desire’ to take advantage of this 
occasion to correct—if it be necessary 
in this community—an idea which Ff 
hava found to prevail among many 
excellent people, namely, that our gov- 
ernment, through her soldiers, pre- 
cipitated the insurrection. Nothing 
was ever more untrue. For months, to 
my own certain knowledge and ob- 
servations, our troops were subjected 
to the grossest indignities. Insult upon 
insult was heaped upon them, and 
without a retort. Why? Because the 
soldiers were afraid? No. Because 
they did not burn to resent the slurs 
and open acts of hostility? No. Sim- 
ply because in the few short months 
in which they had been soldiers, they 
had learned the reason for discipline, 
and had become the most splendid ex- 
ample of disciplined soldiery it were 
possible to come in contact with. Their 
orders were to submit, bit not-to re- 
sent, and for weeks and weeks, these 
splendid specimens of American sover- 
eigns gritted their teeth and bore with 
everything because they were ordered 
to do so. Ordered to submit hecause 
it was the policy of the government 
to placate and give the natives every 
chance to realize that we intended 
to overlook their shortcomings, in- 
tended to overlook the rise in their 
feelings engendered by the only too 
recent annihilation of their hereditary 
enemies, the Spaniards. And when at 
last the break did come, it was di- 
rectly caused by the insurgents, who, 
misunderstanding and misrepresenting 
our friendly overtures, were carried off 
their feet by their own fancied strength 
and our correspondingly presumed 
weakness, and fired the first shot, fol- 
lowing it up by an attack from am- 
bush. Then, and not until then, was 
the leash slipped, and the struggle 
precipitated, which, since February laet, 
has caused so much loss of life and 
destruction of property. These are the 
facts pure and simple, borne out by 
the records of the events.” 

Capt. Sloat responded to the senti- 
ment, “The Boys of '98,"" and Col. W. @L. 
Vestal spoke about “The Boys of ’61.” 
After the health of “Our Country” had 
been pledged, all standing, Rev. J. C.

Scarcity of the Fish Catches—tDr. 


Coe'’s Faneral. 

SAN PEDRO, Oct. 4.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence. ] Commercial fish are 
again scarce. Since the almost fishless 
period in midsummer there were a few 
weeks of moderate abundance of sea 
food, but now the supply has fallen 
far short. The scarcity of fish during 
the summer season was because of 
their disinelination to bite, but the 
lack of them now is said to be due 
to their absence from the neighboring 
waters. One wholesale dealer reports 
having taken only 6000 pounds of fish 
last week. During a week at the cor- 
responding season last year he took 
10,673 pounds. During the first three 
days of this week he took only 1079 
pounds. Sardines, which constitute 
one of the chief food supplies of the 
fish sold in the Southern California 
markets, are not abundant off shore 
near here now, and to their scarcity ts 
ascribed the falling off in the catches 
of small fish.

WILL SUE FOR REDRESS. 


OFFICER GORMAN 
VINDICATION. 


EX-POU.ICE 
WANTS 


Maintains That He Waa Unjustly 
and Illegally Deprived of His 
Star Wherefore He Wil! Insti- 
tute an Action for Damages. 


The right of the Police Commission 
to summarily dismiss members of the 
force may be tested in the courts soon. 
Former Policeman James C. Gorman, 
who was dismissed for alleged cause 
several months ago, is taking steps to 
obtain redress for what he and his 
friends allege to be a cruel injustice 
done him. 

Gorman was charged before the com- 
mission with having manufactured evi- 
dence in order to make % case against 
a saloon-keeper for violation of the 
Sunday-closing ordinance. After a hear- 
ing before the board, which he and his 
friends say was very informally and 
unfairly conducted, the officer was dis- 
missed in disgrace. He has smarted 
much under the stigma brought upon 
him, and his friends have urged that 
he owed it to himself and family to 
seek further for vindication. With this 
end in view, Gorman has placed his 
case in the hands of Attorneys Davis 
& Rush and Davis & Morrison to sue 
for redress. 

The course which the proceedings 
will take has not yet been decided 
upon, but the city and the Police Com- 
missioners, individually and collectively, 
will probably be sued for damages. 
The prayer of the suit may also in- 
clude a mandate for the reinstatement 
of the deposed officer, in case the court 
holds that he was illegally discharged 
from his position. 

The grounds of the suit will be the 
allegation that the proceedings before 
the Police Commission which fesulted 
in Gorman’s dismissal were not regu- 
lar; that no sworn charges were filed 
against him, and that evidence which 
would have proved the falsity of the 
allegations against him was arbitra- 
rily excluded; in short, that the Police 
Commission grossly ignored the pro- 
visions of the law in adjudicating the 
Gorman case. 

It is hinted that some sensational 
testimony, which was barred out at 
the Police Commission's investigation of 
the Gormag) case, will be brought for- 
ward if the case ever comes to trial 
in the Superior Court.
